Scouting  for  alfalfa  weevil  By  Bureau  en^loyees  during  1939 
v/as  severely  limited,  "but  the  joint  efforts  of  State  and  Federal 
workers  revealed  occurrence  of  the  weevil  in  four  co-ionties  not 
heretofore  known  to  he  infested  in  three  States.  The  new  infesta- 
tions are  as  follows;  Colorado,  Larimer  County;  Nebraska,  Morrill

and  Sheridan  Counties  ; Wyoming,  Crook  County,

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Details  of  this  season’s  scouting  hy  Bureau  personnel  of  the  al- 
falfa weevil  laboratory  are  siuiimarized  in  table  1,  which  shows  129,775 
sweeps  of  an  insect  net  taken  in  236  fields  in  51  counties  in  9 v/estern 
States.  Table  2 shows  results  of  sweepirxg  in  counties  heretofore  found 
infested.
